Not long ago the State Department was asked 
help out planning for Tommy, little boy living 
one our rural counties. Tommy had been seen 
one the Crippled Children Services 
and the orthopedist had told his parents that had 
disease (of the bones) the hip which could suc- 
treated the child could placed cast 
and kept off his feet for period least year. The 
easts were applied the hospital and since other 
medical care was necessary except periodic changes 
cast, was returned home with instructions 
his parents and the public health nurse his district. 

Shortly thereafter the child was brought back 
the hospital with his casts broken down. These were 
changed but again within very short time the situa- 
tion repeated itself. Conferences with social workers 
and the health nurse revealed the fact that 
Tommy was the fourth five children the family. 
The income was limited, both parents worked and 
Tommy and two-year old were left all day the 
14-year old sister. was energetic little boy 
and resisted his imposed inactivity, particularly 
since there was adult present help planning 
keep him amused and during his 
period. one occasion the public health nurse re- 
ported that she had found him trees his cast. 
Obviously, was not going get well under these 
circumstances. What needed was good, planned 
convalescent home. But there was convalescent 
home for Tommy nor are there sufficient convalescent 
beds available for dozens other children like him. 

Almost daily this department asked assist 
making plans for convalescent children with orthopedic 
difficulties who require long periods bed 
children with other chronic illnesses such rheumatic 
fever, who must bed patients for anywhere from 
three months three years. 

have long been aware that the present shortage 
beds hospitals for children with acute 
illnesses intensified the fact that many children 
who are beyond the need for hospital care continue 
hospital beds because their homes are not 
adequately equipped for their needs and convalescent 
beds are not available. Such private convalescent facil- 
ities exist are frequently prohibitive cost and 
below standard quality service. 


Our present day knowledge has brought the 
realization that children may not deposited, like 


little inanimate bundles, bed and left there for 
months get well with mechanical attention paid 
their physical needs. know that good 
cence requires addition the best kind medical 
and nursing supervision, cheerful homelike surround- 
ings, specially adapted educational program, physical 
therapy, occupational therapy which not just ‘‘busy 
but which planned for each child terms 
his physical and emotional needs, and the services 
well-trained medical-social workers, for 
need the convalescent child that feel loved 
and understood individual. Special attention 
must given maintaining his relationship with his 
family that need not feel abandoned punished 
and his family must helped understand objec- 
tively but sympathetically what being ill means him 
that can helped feel secure and can 
ize his total personality the getting well process. 

Such program expensive and somewhat formid- 
able when considered part State-wide plan- 
ning. But important that cannot consider 
that our work complete without it. cannot done 
without the help State and local chapters 
Children’s Societies. must all begin plan meet 
this pressing need are really point with pride 
our California program for the handicapped child.

Such was the opinion the Attorney General 
response inquiry the Del Norte County Dis 
trict Attorney. The question arose since the power 
regulate the fish and game the State rests exclusively 
with the Legislature. This power, however, does not 
preclude county from passing ordinances merely 
cause compliance with the ordinance would add 
dentally the protection fish and game.

ennium, $395,425.48 were expended. 


estimated that during this period, approxi- 
mately $3,000,000 was used from local, state and federal 
funds for mosquito control California. 


Districts which received subvention funds from this 
department have total area 8,963 square miles. 


During this period great expansion occurred 
the area covered mosquito abatement districts. This 
information can summarized follows:
